Christmas And The Druid

when the hen enjoyed the privileges of n pel- Lucius wnn King of England. "Lucius" wan not 
hit rcnl name. Uni iti n time when new inodcs were coniittf; in. What could be tnore fitting fbr the 
king than n Komnn nnnic' Especially when the king wan. « now one, and derjved his power from 
Romans I So he had taken the name and used it for a king's. lie hnd gained a kingdom for a 
nanin J No, he had given far more lliun Unit- I Ich.-id toiled and nwented • in" thé giving. He had 
fluttered, courted and cajoled the men ol influence, ami had'nt last risen to the head of all the 
tribes and nations. 

The neighboring rulers were his vnssals. "and paid tribute to their liege Lucius. But Lucius 
too, bad paid a price for bis gains; be was now. inpre n Roman than a Briton, not. in name alone, 
but also in thought and action. „ ,. 

He kept no bnr'ftt, but instead Roman scribes and minor poets filled his court. They used 
to relate to him little snatches of myths rudely jronsltitcd into his uncouth tongue. They told of 
Syrinx fleeing across Arcadian fields and over A rcn, J' nn I''" 8 until she reached the lily-banked 
Ladon. Then bis piggy eyes would blink vacantly f°f "is imagination could not color those warm 
southern bills and dales. But be never tired of hearing about the Cimmerians. He felt a kinship 
with them in their dark, mist-covered land. He, too- kr^w the terrors of the mist which hid so 
much, and he would shed childish tears in their misfortune. One of his troubles was that none of 
these Roman youths would ever consent to remain in Britain for life. They Used his Court as a 
means of gaining a knowledge of a primitive natural world. (Then tbey went home and were 
happy in the complications of civilization). 

But this constant changing bad advantages; he. could, so far as bis mental powers enabled 
him- keep himself up in all the changes of manners and thought of the time. 

The great movement of the day was the spread of Christianity. It seemed to Lucius that 
herein lay opportunity for Britain to throw off her barbarism and step into a great movement beside 
the mighty Rome. 

The Gauls had received the teaching eagerly, why not the Britons. Besides- what he had 
learned of this now faith interested him. Hôw a man of low birth proclaimed himself leader of ail 
nations and of all creeds, had a special meaning f or Lucius. So he sent word to Philip, the teacher, 
who came out of Asia into Gaul. And Philip sent Joseph, one of his followers, across the sea to the 
Court in Britain.. 

So Joseph took the Cross into the land. All through the Autumn he went about the country 
teaching the people. And when the first snow c amc j t found him on the bank of the Avon in what 
is now Wiltshire. There he and his half-dozen followers planned to spend the day. on which, two 
hundred years before, their Lord had been bonv i„ fasting and praying. . Being good Christians 
they wished to have all the converts in the district join with them. But that day was a festival time 
wtih the natives, and they were used to games an d spectûclcg . Jo8eph was strUcJt . with the h y 
idea o combining the two. He planned to hold atl all . night vigi , on the five of the day .- Hc and 
h» followers would chant and pray, the heathen cou|d hold torches anJ Ioo k on . 

While all this was happening in the regions near the sea, back in the land were tiny groups 
of forlorn men who kept themselves apart from their fellows. These were the- remnants of the 
Druids. When the Roman legionaries invaded Anglesey, .braved the; fantastical- incantations of the 
Chief Druid, took the Island, burnt down-, the trees-.and put the Druids to the sword, the authority 
of the traditional priests of Britain was gone, -But. more than a century later, "small, ever-dimin- 
ishing bands could still be found in the fastness of the hill or the forest. There, sheltered by the 
oak they held sacred, though they had almost forgotten why, they spent slow-passing, futile years. 
No one molested them, for there was nothing to be gained. from them. Unobserved of men- they en- 
dured many a hardship during the winters cold, and many were the old men who crept out to die 
of starvation. 

There was such a band in the Mendip Hills. Labraid, whose father the Romans killed at 
Anglesey, founded it. Labraid was for many yc ars the chief man of the band. He alone knew the 
sacrificial rites, and it was he who, clothed all in ™hite, cut out from the oak the mistletoe. And 
once, as a child, he had seen a serpent's egg. Bu 1 he could not remember what it was like, nor did 
le know its true significance. The band had stayed deep in their grove for one hundred and 
thirty yearB. In all that time none of them, or their descendants, had ever gone more than twenty- 
five miles south of the hills. They were living like t nc ' r ancestors, and the only change which had 
taken place, was that of the band which numbered forty, there was left but one, 

This sole survivor., who was more than seventy years old. was but a novitiate. In his life the 
whole tragedy of the order seemed symbolized. The father had left him. as a child, in the Druid's 
hands. At seventeen the youth became novitiate. Then he was filled with the white heat of youth; 
he drenint of regaining the lost prestige of the Order; he ciuestioncd the men concerning beliefs and 
rites. But they knew so little, and w^rc so full of doubt. And when Labraid died there was no 
one left to teach hirn. He did not lose faith, but he had to relinquish the cherished ambitions. As 
novitiate he would carry his white head to the grave. 

All his life lie hud spent in the same duties, and every day for fifty-five years travellers 
might have seen » little nut-brown man with a .staff, musing among the withering trees o'w the moun- 
tains. 

But no more would he haunt ihese put lis. He would realize one ambition, one life-long 
hope, before he loo slept, and stiffened. Long bclorc, Labraid told him of the South and of the 
great atone altar there. That day was now come. Well he remembered the directions Labraid 
had given him. Had he not repeated them morning and night for fifty year»? So after making 
the few rites he knew over the body of the lust departed, lie prepared to leave the oak groves. 
Though the winter hud commenced that day was a fine one, He spent the last morning on the hill- 
tides visiting old haunts. And Inter, there was lomelhing strangely foreboding in the way he 
watched the sunset. l ie stood there, a liny twisted figure in the lu.st red glow, with arms stretched 
oui and eyes very calm, When the. dusk tame on he slowly crossed the darkening valley and crept 
shivering to rest.

Tho custom ot throwing fchoes at a 
wedding originated in Turkey At a 
Turkish wedding tho bridegroom ha* 
to run for his life to the. harem uu- 
der a shower ot o'd shoes, far accord- 
ing to tho Turks an t'ld slipper 
thrown after a. man is an. infallible 
charm against the "evil eye". 

Tho habit of moving In a. sun-wise, 
direction when pawing plates at the 
table churning, beating i-ygs. and so 
on, originated in .sun worship. Simi- 
larly the various superstitions con- 
cerning tho moon, the Wishes to 'he 
now moon, the money turning charms 
and cures, may all he connected 
with moon warship. 

Tho belief in "luck in odd numbers'! 
is frequently expressed and acted 
upon. Throe or some multiple of 
throe is the most popular oC mystic 
numbers "Thrice tho brindled Cut 
hath mew'd" said tho witch in "Mac- 
beth." 

Tho would-be fortune teller who 
prophesies the advent of a stranger, 
or short, In tho floating tea-leal 
Is using divination no loss than tho 
Ualiylonlan king, of whom wo road In 
tho UlbV 

Children also sport with divination 
when thoy strip off tho daisy petals 
linking tholr futures wilh "tinker, 
lallor, soldier, sailor."

which were not abolished when llio 
country was converted to Christianity, 
but simply added to the ceremonies 
with which they arc now associated- 
A man from Wrltis'll West Indies 
next told of the pleasures ho was 
miss-ins there. He had never ex 
perienced a Canadian Christmas and 
so could not describe, the customs that 
were different from thosv of Montreal. 
13iu ho was emphatic at the absence 
of snow in hip oxrr) warm clime, as 
he thought of the cold stretches lie 
tween himself and home. In the 
South everybody exchanged presents 
and cards and sent flowers to aH the 
hospitals at Christmas, which was 
kept as a Christmas festival by the 
whole population. The small children 
donned mas-ks in the afternoon and 
set off firecrackers to their hearts' 
content . 

A well-known authority on the. Can 
adian Indians was the nest to vol 
unteer information. At Christmas 
time, many Western tribes, such as 
the Elnckfeet and Crées-, sang curl 
our old songs and chants and repeat 
ed their ancient folklore. These were 
generally in a mixed patois of French 
and Indian but they bear indispu- 
table evidence of Druidlcjl customs. 
The early French wottlers in Canada 
still retained remnants of the an- 
cient worshp of the Druids their 
superstitions. These the couriers- 
de-bois transmitted to the Indians- who 
associated them with their Christ- 
mas celebrations. 

The last man approached came 
from Switzerland. Ice carnivals and 
various winter sport competitions 
were among the usual features of a 
Christmas aniens the Alps, but these 
were largely patronized by the for- 
eigners in the country for the holi- 
days. A splendid carnival -was al- 
ways held a; this time, when the 
streets of the little town blazed with 
the bright colours of the crowds. In 
such places on the Riviera as Nice 
and- Biarritz-tlie-customs. wore simi- 
lar to those in Switzerland except 
that such sports a? tennis and golf 
replared the skating and skiing of 
the colder country.
